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DNB Reported Stalin 
Line Been Penetrated, 
Officials Remain Silent 
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(By The Associated Press.) 


A Russian spokesman said late today that Adolf Hit- 


ler's invasion armies had lost nearly 1,000,000 men in 
dead and wounded in 16 days of blitzkrieg attack, and 
a Moscow communique declared Soviet Red troops had 
stemmed the Nazi onslaught along the entire front. 


The Soviet spokesman, Vice Commissar of Foreign 


Affa>i's S. A. Lozovsky, estimated German casualties in 
the first 12 days at 700,000 and said the Germans' daily 
average loss was 60,000. 


Lozovsky said the fighting was growing in fierce- 


ness, but that Russia felt no lack of manpower. 


Previously, the Russians had estimated about 2,500,- 


000 vere thrown into the original attack«on the U. S. S. 
R. f• ontier. 


Meanwhile, Hitler's high command was silent on re- 


ports that Nazi columns had "broken" the Stalin line 
^-presumably in the Ukraine sector. 


The official German news agency 


said Nazi troops in two weeks' 
fighting had captured nearly all 
the territory Russia acquired since 
Sept. 1, 1939—including the west- 
ern Ukraine, West "White Russia, 
Bessarabia, Northern 
Bucovina, 


Lithuania and Latvia. 


Altogether, the news agency said, 


the seized territory Is larger than

miles.

000,000 to augment Its shipbuild- 
ing program. 


James V. Forrcstal, acting sec- 


retary. said In n letter that most 
of the $500,000,000 previously au- 
thorized for shipbuilding facilities 
has been obligated, 


The $535,000,000, he said, would 


allow tho allotment of $300,000,000 
for additional shipbuilding facili- 
ties at naval and private establish- 
ments. and $160,000,000 for repair 
facilities. 


"In the past," he said, "the ad- 


ditional facilities 
authorized 
In 


connection with the building pro- 
gram had been confined to the 
construction or equipping of ves- 
sels or portions thereof. 


"Because of the great Increase 


In new consrtruction. however, the 
navy department has found It im- 
possible to effect all repairs, alter- 
ations, and conversions In govern- 
ment yards, and a very consider- 
able portion of this work has here- 
tofore been

"This added load, augmented by 


constantly increasing repair work 
on commercial vessels, both United 
States and foreign, ia now beyond 
their capacity, and It Is estimated 
that $160,000,000 will be required 
to remedy the .situation."

^ In announcing; the arrival of the forces, the President 


said in a special message that he had ordered the navy 
to take all necessary steps "to insure the safety of com- 
munications in the approaches between Iceland and the 
United States, as well as on the seas between the United 
States and all other strategic outposts." 


Trie President said that the dispatch of naval forces 


to Iceland, to supplement and eventually replace Brit- 
ish foices now stationd there, was taken for the same 
reasrn that substantial armed forces had been sent to 
Tnnidad and British Guiana—"in order to forestall any 
pincers movement undertaken by Germany against the 
Western Hemisphere." 


(Based in Trinidad and Guiana

EMPTY VICTORIES. 


What good 
will it 
do 


Hitler and his Nazis to con- 
quer all Europe, and Asia 
and Africa to boot, if the 
victims engage in a sit-down 
strike? 


That seems to be about 


the situation today in the 
tier of once-free countries 
of Europe that Hitler has 
taken over. They have been 
looted of food 
and 
arms 


and money and are suppos- 
ed to be now a productive 
branch of Hitler's war ma- 
chine. But they are not pro- 
ducing according to expec- 
tations— not Norway. Hol- 
land, Denmark, Belgium or 
France 
or 
the Balkans. 


They are sullen, and will re- 
main sullen, merely letting 
the Germans share 
their 


poverty. And it will be the 
same 
with 
further 
Nazi 


conquests when they have 
been robbed of what food 
and war 
materials 
they 


possess. There is nothing in 
Spain for Hitler to seize, 
except position. 


Such conquest eventually 


destroyed itself. Caesar and 
Alexander 
prospered 
be- 


cause 
they 
allowed 
the 


countries they seized to con- 
tinue living a more or less 
normal life, and won their 
cooperation. Every country 
taken over by the Nazis is 
held by force and is sullen- 
ly awaiting a time of liber- 
ation. When the tide turns, 
Hitler's realm 
based on 


force may dissolve as rap- 
.idly as it grew. 


RISING PRICES, 


Prices in 
general have 


not 
risen 
yet 
anywhere 


near the high levels of the 
last war, but 
have gone 


high enough to cause a good 
deal of worry. Especially in 
foodstuffs, where there is, 
in some commodities, an in- 
crease of 100 per cent. This 
trend started at a compar- 
ataively low level last year 
and, in the opinion of most 
experts, has already gone 
farther than conditions war- 
rant. 


It should be realized all 


round, by producers, whole- 
salers, retailers and con- 
sumers, that any consider- 
able rise in the American 
cost of living at this time 
is unnecessary and unjusti- 
fied. There is plenty of 
foodstuffs 
of 
nearly all 


kinds, and so far, at least 
there is.no important short- 
age of goods and commodi- 
ties in general. 


Thus if there is any 


tensive soaring of prices in 
goods and materials of gen- 
eral consumption, it will be 
the result of hoarding, un- 
necessary eagerness in buy- 
ing*, or arbitrary raising of 
prices.
